He was the first prisoner taken by 
American soldiers in their first excur­ 
sion over No Man’s Land and he died 
in an American field hospital just be­ 
hind the lilies. 
Two Sammies were out “over the 
top” uuder cover of darkness and rain 
one recent night, when they sighted 
two moving figures. 
The 
shadowy 
forms tied. Both Sammies fired. One 
boche escaped, but the other fell. 
In 
two jumps the Americans 
were 
on 
him. finding 
the 
surprised 
Teuton 
nursing a badly shuttered arm. 
He 
was escorted back to the trenches. 
An ambulance stumbled along the 
treacherous and slippery road, under 
occasional shell fire, to the dressing 
station. 
There the German head was 
temporarily bound up. 
He was lifted 
aboard the ambulance by two Sam­ 
mies—one from El Paso, Texas, the 
other from Oakland, Cal. 
The American ambulance slid and 
scurried back to the field 
hospital. 
There a Texas surgeon operated at 
once on the prisoner.

AMERICANIZATION 


The highly successful effort of Judge 
Thomas to put life and meaning into 
the process of transforming alien-born 
residents into American citizens is 
highly commendable. 
Aside from the 
educational value both to the class 
and the public of such addresses as 
that delivered yesterday 
by 
Judge 
Bledsoe, the lifting of the proceedings 
of naturalization from a mere court 
formality to a ceremony of dignity, 
significance and impressiveness 
can­ 
not fail to exert a highly beneficent in­ 
fluence. 
Naturalization is not complete with­ 
out Americanization. 
That fact has 
been emphasized by the war with its 
division of citizens into loyal or dis­ 
loyal groups. 
The loyal groups form 
by far the greater number. That Ihere 
are any disloyal groups or individ­ 
uals at all is due to the fact that new 
citizens have been formally accepted 
into our national family and then left 
ignorant of its customs and ideals, its 
obligations and privileges. 
The Bureau of Naturalization of the 
United States Department of Labor is 
now finding the biggest part of its use­ 
fulness in forwarding the Americaniza­ 
tion movement. 
It is working with 
the public schools as the ablest agen­ 
cies for educating 
the 
foreign-born 
citizen in Americanism. Through its 
efforts federal and state courts, the 
federal 
government 
and 
the 
state 
public schools 
are 
all 
working to­ 
gether now to bring 
the 
American 
ideal home to the alien-born citizen and 
to make the latter an understanding 
and active member of the American 
family. 
The Naturalization Bureau 
reports 
that last year public school author­ 
ities. co-operating with the 
Depart­ 
ment 
of 
Labor, 
maintained 
night 
school 
classes for aliens 
In 
1,700 
cities, 
towns 
and 
rural 
districts, 
located in every section of the coun­ 
try. The response of the foreigner to 
this 
opportunity 
was 
eager 
and 
earnest. 
Prospects this year are for 
an even greater achievement in the 
making of real 
American citizens. 
Every social agency and local organ­ 
ization that comes in contact with our 
vast foreign-born imputation lias a big 
opportunity to use its equipment to 
push forward the human side of the 
Naturalization Bureau's work.

Thomas 
Jefferson said, "I own that I am not 
a friend to a very energetic govern­ 
m ent; it is always oppressive/’ It is 
a significant fact th at men thus op­ 
posed to tyranny did not advocate 
the founding of a democracy as a bar 
to autocracy. 
They were educated 
men and knew the meaning of term s 
and doubtless had experience with 
pure democracy In their own town 
meetings. 
From such knowledge and 
experience they realized that pure 
democracy, as a principle of govern­ 
ment, hart no more cohesion than a 
rope of sand. They did try a confeder­ 
acy and found that it would not work. 
However, with all past history and 
their own .experience to guide them, 
they planned a system, of popular 
government 
that 
is 
the 
best 
the 
world has even seen. 
So far as observed in the messages 
of the presidents, this nation has al­ 
ways been styled a republic, and It 
has been thus regarded by the whole 
world for the past one hundred and 
thirty years. 
Also the political party 
that elected Thomas Jefferson presi­ 
dent and continued in power from 
1801 to 1829, was called the tRepubli- 
can party. It is true the name Demo-1 
cretic was sometimes applied to it 
colloquially, especially as a reproach 
to the "strict constructionists" there­ 
in; but it was not regularly accepted 
k* a party name until one of the four 
factions, into which the Republican 
party split in 1824, adopted it In a 
spirit of bravado as a badge of honor. 
Thus was the Democratic party born 
and christened in the political cam­ 
paign that resulted in the election of 
Andrew Jackson president, and thus 
was the word “democracy” Improper­ 
ly introduced into American politics. 
In the light of the foregoing histori­ 
cal facts and definitions, the 
word, 
"representative" 
should 
always 
be 
understood as preceding and qualify­ 
ing the word “democracy,” whenever 
the latter word is used to designate a 
system of popular government. 
In a 
republic, or representative democracy, 
the people choose certain 
of their 
own numbers to represent them in 
the various offices in the different de­ 
partm ents of government for limited 
periods of time. 
The officers thus 
chosen are guided and controlled by 
the constitution and laws enacted for 
that purpose. 
The short tenure of 
office enables the people to readily 
change their representatives, when­ 
ever they do not give entire satisfac­ 
tion; 
punishment is also 
provided 
through impeachment and the courts 
for those who betray the trust re­ 
posed in them. By this system of pop­ 
ular government the people come as 
near to ruling as it is possible in a 
country of any size; and they do 
really and truly rule through 
their 
representatives—wisely 
or unwisely, 
according to the 
way 
they them ­ 
selves carry out their own part of 
the government. 
It would seem as though the people 
of the United States, having inher­ 
ited the best form of government in 
the world, ought to pull together and 
carry out its requirem ents in good 
faith just as they were intended to 
be carried out; but they do not all 
do so. 
Strange as it may 
appear, 
changes have already been made in 
I some of the state constitutions th at 
j are inimical to a republican or rep­ 
resen tativ e form of governm ent; f^nd 


I others are contemplated. 
However, 


j time and space will not perm it the 
I discussion, in this article, of the many 
I vagaries that are being uregd on the 


I people from time to tim e; but 
we 
! wish, in closing, to emphasize 
the 
danger and futility of peace-talk while 
the nation is at war. All the examples 
that Senator La Follette has cited, of 
noted" men who claimed the right of 
free speech in time of war, will not 
abate the force of the law against 
treason one Iota. 
Note the following 
legal opinions: 
“It 
is 
universally conceded 
that 
there is some limitation of the right 


of free speech and free press, 
• ; 
Statutes required to protect the pub-, 
lie m orals'o r general welfare of the 
people do not infringe this constitu­ 
tional right.” 
8 Cyc. 892. Cooley de­ 
clares th at the constitutional guar­ 
anty dohs not extend to "publications 
injurious 
to 
private 
character, 
or 
public morals or safety.” Story asks; 
“Is It contended that the liberty of 
the press is so much more valuable 
than all other rights In society 
that 
the public safety, nay, the existence 
of the government itself, is to yield to 
it?” Following the discussion he ob­ 
serves that the “right of govern­ 
ment to punish the violators of these 
‘public rights and 
public liberties’ 
flows from the primary duty of self- 
preservation." 
- 
Judge Emory Speer of the southern 
district of Georgia upheld the consti­ 
tutionality of the selective-draft law, 
and also answered the objection to 
sending our arm ies beyond the sea. 
in his decision on August 20, 1917, 
denying w rits of habeas corpus 
to 
men who failed to register. Hon. Chaa. 
E. Hughes in his address before the 
American Bar Association quoted an 
unpublished opinion of Abraham Lin­ 
coln, which sets forth admirably the 
grounds for sustaining the powers of 
Congress to pass a conscription act. 
In a scholarly address before the Bar 
Association of Texas on July 5, 1917, 
Hon. George C. Rose justifies the 
entry of the United States into the 
European war and shows that Con­ 
gress has ample power through the 
constitution for so doing. Even Sena­ 
tor La Follette practically admits the 
constitutionality of the draft w hen1 
he threatens to ‘make its inhibition 
an issue in the next general election. 
Meanwhile he is trying to prevent the 
adm inistration from doing its sworn 
duty through appeals to the people 
under the guise of free speech. 
Elihu Root, in his Chicago speech, 
said in part, “A nation which declares 
war and goes on discussing whether 
it ought to have declared war or not, 
Is impotent, paralyzed, imbecile and 
earns the contempt of mankind and 
the certainty of humiliating defeat 
and 
subjection 
to 
foreign 
control. 
After the decision in favor of war, the 
country has ranged itself, and the 
only issue left for the individual citi­ 
zen is w hether he is for or against 
his country." Cardinal Gibbons wrote 
President Wilson that he is trying 
to 
“persuade 
all 
Americans 
that 
they can do the greatest good to them ­ 
selves and their country by a cheer­ 
ful and generous performance of. theiy 
duty as it is pointed out to them by 
lawfully constituted authority.” 
All loyal Americans 
will 
accept 
such advice as containing the essence 
of good citizenship.

the press, the 
people 
have 
heard 
much about “democracy” in the last 
few months. Little fault can be found 
with the term, when it is used in 
advocacy of equal rights for human 
beings; but, when it is used without 
qualification to designate a system of 
popular government, it is misleading. 
In order to avoid the misuse of the 
name “democracy" and to suggest the 
proper 
interpretation 
where 
it 
is 
used, let us make a brief technical 
study of popular government, as ex­ 
emplified in the government of the 
United Slates. 
The earliest settlem ents of white 
people within the present boundaries 
of the United States were located 
near the Atlantic coast. 
They were 
grouped into thirteen 
colonies 
with 
no bond of union between them prior 
to the convening of a continental 
congress 
on 
September 
5th, 
1774. 
That 
congress 
appointed 
a 
com­ 
mittee to frame a declaration of inde­ 
pendence and also another to draft 
a constitution. 
The report of the lat­ 
ter was not acted upon until Novem­ 
ber IE. 1777, when congress adopted 
the "Articles pf Confederation and 
Perpetual Union.” This first constitu­ 
tion did not really establish a national 
government, ainee nothing could be 
done without the consent of all the 
states. It was. however, an ideal pop­ 
ular government (according to some 
modern notions), in which every sep­ 
arate act had to be authorized by a 
referendum to thirteen independent 
states. 
Such a government was re­ 
spected neither a t home nor abroad; 
and, after about ten years trial, the 
Articles of Confederation were aband­ 
oned and a new constitution was pre­ 
pared and adopted. 
,'T h ia 
constitution 
differed 
from 
its predecessor In that it dealt direct 
ly with individuals, that it invested 
the Federal government with coercive 
powers, that it provided an efflcisot 
executive, and that it was susceptible 
of amendment by easier means than 
unanimous 
consent."—Dictionary 
cf 
American History. 
The “efficient ex­ 
ecutive." hero referred to. does not 
mean the president alone; 
but it 
means the whole official system by 
which the governm ent la administer­ 
ed. 
This constitution did what the 


other failed to do; founded a na­ 
tion—the great republic of the United 
States of America—and at the same 
time maintained itself as “the su­ 
preme law of the land.” 
It not only 
provided tile nation with a republican 
form of government, but it also guar­ 
anteed the same form to each state. 
The word. “Republic" 
is 
derived 
from two Latin words 
(rss, 
affair, 
and 
publics, 
public,) 
and 
literally 
means a public affair; but from the 
beginning it has been used to desig­ 
nate 
a 
representative 
government. 
According to the Standard Dictionary. 
“A republic is a state in which the 
sovereignty resides in the people and 
the administration is lodged in offic­ 
ers elected by and representing the 
people; a representative democracy.” 
The 
word 
"democracy” is derived 
from two Oreek words (demos, people, 
and krateo, rule.) and literally means 
the people rule; 
but the 
Standard 
definition is "The political system in 
which government is directly exercis­ 
ed or controlled by the people col­ 
lectively; government by the people.” 
That is, strictly speaking, a pure de­ 
mocracy can have no representatives 
(officers); but the governm ent must 
be administered "directly by the peo­ 
ple collectively.” 
Of course, people of like mind can 
form 
a 
political 
party 
under any 
name they may choose, w hether it be 
appropriate or not, and a speaker or 
w riter may use a name, aa he would 
an algebraic symbol, w ithout refer­ 
ence to its ordinary meaning. 
Then, 
too, the English language allows con­ 
siderable latitude in the use of fig­ 
ures of speech, poetic license, etc., to 
give variety of expression. 
For in­ 
stance, in the line. 
“The cup that 
cheers but nm inebriates," the vessel 
is substituted for its contents; also 
to say of the American flag, “These 
colors never run,” is to substitute 
“colors” in place of the troops that 
carry the American flag. Perhaps an­ 
other reason for the general use at 
the present time of the word “dem­ 
ocracy” as the anthithesis of the word 
“autocracy,” is because of the con­ 
trasted meaning of the beginning and 
the similar meaning of the ending of 
the two words. But all of these ex­ 
planations are swept aeide by the 
simple fact that the founders of this 
government did not nee “democracy” 
as the name of (be popular govern­ 
ment they founded. 
In founding the governm ent of the 
United States, our forefather* tried

An Innovation in the way of ap­ 
paratus 
for 
testing 
railway 
track 
.scales has been In operation iii South­ 
ern Ca Ufo] ilia for the last ten days, 
and made a visit to this county last 
Saturday, two scales being teated, one 
at Hie Holly sugar factory at Hunt­ 
ington Beach and the other 
at 
the 
Southern California factory at Delhi. 
The outfit consists of what might be 
described as a glorified freight car in 
which is carried 95,000 pounds of 
weights and a truck on which they 
are loaded weighing 5,000 pounds, Hie 
whole making up a weight of 100,000 
pounds avoirdupois. 
This car is sent out by the United 
States Bureau of Standards and Is 
one of two used for the purpose of 
collecting data to be submitted to the 
Bureau to enable that department of 
the government to Intelligently carry 
on its work. 
The car Is in charge of R. L. Boyer. 
a skilled scale mechanic, who makes 
the 
tests 
and 
reports 
conditions 
found, his duties not including the 
condemnation or confiscation of ap­ 
paratus. that part being left to the 
sealer of weights and measures in 
the 
different 
districts 
where 
the 
scales are located, in case the scales 
are found to be inaccurate to a de­ 
gree outside the established 
toler­ 
ance. 
The weights consist of eight iron 
cubes 
weighing 
10.000 
each, 
two 
weighing 5,000 pounds each und two 
weighing 2,500 pounds each. 
These 
weights and the truck on which they 
are loaded when placed on the scale 
to be tested, ure handled by a travel­ 
ing crane operated

are quietly w orking out intricate prob­ 
lem s to help Uncle Sam win the war. 
U niversity of 
California 
scientist** 
are m aking im portant strides in w ar 
problem s. John C. M erriam , chairm an 
of the scientific com m ittee 
of 
the 
state council of defense declared to­ 
day. 
Not all th at Is being done could 
be revealed, he declared. 
* “Betw een 20 and 30 men are en­ 
gaged ut the U niversity of California 
in chem ical ex p erim entation,” he de­ 
clared. 
"If the w ar is continued two 
years th eir resu lts will be am ong the 
m ost im portant factors 
for 
victory. 
But the econom y problem s are those 
we are best able to announce because 
of the necessary censorship over work 
on such problem s as subm arines and 
explosives. 
Study of Potash 
“T here has been an Investigation 
of potash from m other liquor obtain­ 
ed in the m anufacture of sa lt; a study 
of derivlties of petroleum ; a plan for 
new processes for m anufacture of cy­ 
anide ut reduced cost and a survey of 
the chem ical industries of the state. 
The geological com m ittee is now en­ 
gaged in a study of the state’s im port­ 
ant m anganese resources, so neces­ 
sary in certain alloys used in steel 
production. 
They are w orking on m e­ 
tallurgical processes which will m ake 
m ore valuable the m anganese ores. 
“A com m ittee on botanical 
prob­ 
lem s has alm ost com pleted a study 
of wild plants for their use as food, 
drugs and fibre sources. 
Dr. H. M. 
Hall and Dr. T. H. Goodspeed have 
practically com pleted experim ents on 
the desert rabbit bush which will re­ 
sult in the obtaining of rubber from 
these plants. 
Help Food Problem 
“The utilization of fish and mol­ 
lusks as a solution to the food prob­ 
lem is an o th er im portant work under 
way. 
“T here is now under way a survey 
of the possible sea-food form s unused 
and practically unknown to m ost per­ 
sons. 
T his work is being centered at 
Lu Jolla. Sail Diego county. 
Thy use 
of fish for fertiliser, hog feed and 
chicken feed is also being investi­ 
gated.

WASHINGTON, Oct 29.—The War 
Department lias made 
public 
rules 
governing tile handling of mail and 
express of Christmas 
presents 
for 
members of the American expedition­ 
ary forces in France. 
A general officer of the army will 
be stationed at Hoboken, N. J,, as for­ 
warding agent, and will 
pass 
judg­ 
ment and arrange for the delivery of 
the packages, in co-operation with the 
postmaster and express company of­ 
ficials In New York City. 
The rules provide that all parcel 
post packages must be under seven 
pounds and be enclosed in wooden 
boxes; that express packages, also 
boxed, do not exceed twenty pounds in 
weight and that tile covering of such 
boxes be fitted to facilitate inspection. 
Food products must be in cans or 
glass. 
Mail and express packages should 
be addressed as now prescribed by 
postal regulations and plainly marked 
“Christmas box.” 
They 
should 
be 
sent to “Pier I, Hoboken. N. J.” 
Every package before shipment will 
he searched for explosives. The regu­ 
lations require that the contents of 
each box be clearly stated on the out­ 
side. 
The W ar Department

vides 
that 
shipment 
of Christmas 
boxes may begin at once, 
but 
that 
none will be forwarded which reach 
Hoboken after midnight of December 
4. The name and address of the send­ 
er must be stated on the outside of 
each box.
